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Sunduy  Schoitl  Anniversaries. — The  annual  meetings 
of  the  children  attached  to  the  Sunday-Schools  of  St. 
Paul’s  and  St.  Andrew*s  Churches,  were  held  on 
Sunday  afternoon  last.  Both  were  appointed  for  the 
preceding  Sunday,  but  were  postponed  on  account  of 
the  inclemency  of  the  weather. 

The  schools  connected  with  these  Churches  are 
very  extensive  and  flourishing.  It  is  not  customary 
nor  convenient,  to  assemble  them  all  at  the  annual 
meetings,  yet  the  collection  which  appears  in  the 
Churches  on  these  occasions  presents  a  most  imposing 
spectacle  and  strikes  with  astonishment  those  previ¬ 
ously  unacquainted  with  the  extent  of  these  Sunday- 
School  operations.  The  number  of  children  present 
at  each  of  the  Churches  was  probably  between  six 
and  seven  hundred. 

We  regretted  the  occurrence  of  both  these  meet¬ 
ings  on  the  same  day  inasmuch  as  it  permitted  us  to 
attend  the  exercises  of  only  one  of  them.  We  feel 
so  deep  an  interest  in  the  religious  instruction  of  our 
youth  and  exercises  of  this  kind  are  so  calculated  to 
increase  and  even  to  excite  an  interest,  where  none 
previously  existed,  that  w'e  should  have  been  much 
gratified  were  it  in  our  power  to  present  our  readers 
with  a  description,  from  personal  observation,  of  the 
proceedings  at  both.  As  it  is  we  can  only  speak  of 
those  which  we  had  the  pleasure  to  witness  at  St. 
Andrew’s.  ] 

The  pews  on  both  sides  of  the  middle  aisle  were 
appropriated  to  the  scholars  and  their  teachers. 
Upon  the  steps  of  the  altar,  and  within  the  chancel, 
was  seated  a  most  interesting  band  from  the  Infant- 
School,  the  propriety  of  whose  conduct  during  the 
whole  of  the  exercises,  must  have  attracted  the  at¬ 
tention  of  every  spectator.  The  elder  children  also 
displayed  the  utmost  order,  and  gave  evidence  of  their 
deep  interest  in  the  exercises  by  their  ready  and  ap¬ 
propriate  answers  to  the  questions  proposed  to  them 
by  the  Rector  of  the  Church. 

These  questions  were  occasionally  proposed  by 
Dr.  ItEDKLL  while  he  read  and  explained  the  parable 
of  the  Prodigal  Son  in  the  15th  chapteuKif  Luke.  If 
the  congregation  generally  were  as  much  impressed 
by  this  exposition  as  we  were,  aittl  if  we  may  judge  of 
the  interest  of  the  children  by  their  ready  and  intelli¬ 
gent  replies,  we  may  say  that  we  have  never  heard  a 
sermon  more  adapted  to  general  usefulness.  It  was 
(in  inspired  sermon,  for  the  object  of  the  preacher  was 
simply  to  call  attention  to  the  beautiful  and  impres¬ 
sive  language  of  our  Lord  himself  and  gain  for  that 
an  entrance  into  the  heart.  This  is  the  right  kind  of 
preaching;  this  w  as,  as  all  admit,  the  mode  practised 
in  the  primitive  Church,  and  very  desirable  is  it  tliat 
niodern  preachers  should  adopt  it  more  frequently  in 
tiieir  addresses  to  adults,  as  well  as  children.  ^Ve  do 
not  pretend  to  say  to  what  extent  expository  preaching 
should  be  used  or  how  far  it  would  be  compatible 
with  the  solemn  dignity  of  the  modern  pulpit,  w'C 
only  say  that  our  congregations  would  probably  all  be 
pleased  and  profited  by  its  occasional  adoption. 

To  return  to  our  subject.  The  children  during  the 
afternoon  sang  several  hymns  with  aii  eflTect  upon  our 
feelings  which  wc  cannot  describe.  It  was  not  so 
much  the  melody  of  their  notes,  (although  this  was 
delightful,)  as  the  train  of  thought  and  feeling  lo 
which  tlieir  songs  of  praise  gave  rise.  To  behold 
such  a  number  of  immortal  beings  in  the  cheerfulness 


“  When  we  first  came 
out,"  they  say,  “  w'e  had  the  intention  of  limiting  the 
instruction  of  our  schools  to  the  mere  elements  of  hu¬ 
man  learning.  We  soon,  however,  found  reason  to 
change  our  opinion.  The  great  want  of  teachers  through¬ 
out  the  country,  made  it  appear  an  evident  duty  to 
prepare  a  portion  of  the  pupils  for  this  important 
vocation.**  To  effect  this  object  is  one  important 
part  of  Mr.  Richmond’s  plan,  w  hich  if  carried  into 
operation  will  accomplish  the  end  proposed  in  a  much 
more  eflTectual  manner,  while  it  will  relieve  the  Mis¬ 
sionaries  in  a  great  measure  from  the  labour  necessary 
to  its  attainment.  Such  appear  to  be  the  views  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Domestic  and  Fo¬ 
reign  Missionary  Society  from  the  following  resolution 
which  we  quote  from  the  last  Periodical  Paper  and  to 
which  we  would  call  the  particular  attention  of  our 
readers. 

“  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  in¬ 
form  the  Missionaries  to  the  Greeks,  that,  perceiving 
from  the  communication  of  the  10th  of  September, 
that  they  have  taken  measures  to  extend  their  opera¬ 
tions  by  the  establishment  of  an  Institution,  for  the 
purpose  of  conveying  instruction  in  the  higher 
branches  of  learning,  thus  involving  the  Society  in 
considerable  additional  expense,  which,  in  its  present 
situation,  is  deemed  inexpedient,  it  being  entirely 
beyond  our  power  to  transmit  the  necessary  funds  for 
the  erection  of  suitable  buildings; — that  the  Society 
will  hold  itself  responsible  for  the  salaries  of  teach¬ 
ers,  and  rent  of  scliool  houses  already  engaged  and 
contracted  for,  until  such  time  as  the  plan  proposed 
by  Mr.  Richmond,  and  now  in  progress  tow'ards  com¬ 
pletion,  shall  go  into  operation,  when  all  schools,

Bishop  Turner's  First  Visit  to  the  Mission  College. 

_ By  the  kindness  of  a  venerated  friend,  and  mother  in 

our  Israel,  we  are  permitted  to  make,  from  the  Report 
of  the  Society  in  England  for  the  Propagation  of  the 
Goepel  in  Foreign  Parts,  for  the  year  1829 — 30,  the 
followiniv  interesting  e.xtractfrom  a  letter  of  the  fourth 
Bishop  of  Calcutta,  Dr.  Turner,  written  ten  days  after 
his  arrival  there.  Bishop’s  College  was  naturally 
enough  the  first  object  of  his  attention,  and  he  thus  de¬ 
scribes  his  visit  to  it : 

“  I  arrived  in  Calcutta  on  Thursday,  December  10th, » 
[1829,]  and  on  the  next  morning  received  a  visit  from 
the  Rev.  Professor  Holmes,  with  whom  I  arronged 
that,  on  the  Monday  following,  December  14th,  being 
the  day  appointed  in  statutes  for  the  annual  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  students,  my  first  official  inspection  of  the 
College  should  take  place.  At  9  o’clock  on  Monday 
morning  I  found  the  college-boat  waiting  at  the  land¬ 
ing  place  on  this  side  of  the  Ganges,  which  conveyed 
me  to  the  front  of  this  beautiful  edifice.  Nothing  can 
be  more  striking  than  the  collegiate  aspect  of  the 
trroup  of  buildings  when  seen  from  the  water,  and  a 
closer  view  serves  to  confirm  this  favourable  impres¬ 
sion.  The  Professor,  with  the  resident  ^Missionary, 
the  foundation  and  foreign  Students,  met  me  at  the 
landing  place,  and  we  visited  in  succession  the  chapel, 
hall,  and  library,  the  missionaries’  and  students’  apart¬ 
ments,  the  residences  of  the  Principal  and  Professors, 
and  lastly,  the  printing-office.  It  is  my  present  pur¬ 
pose  to  record  accurately  my  impressions  on  this  first 
visit  to  an  Institution,  in  respect  to  which  my  expecta¬ 
tions  had  been  raised  so  highly :  and  it  is  most  satis-

Mohegan  Indians. — 'I  he  remnant  of  this  tribe  of 
Indians  are  now  enjoying  the  privileges  of  religion 
and  education.  A  Church  ha.s  been  erected,  and  was 
dedicated  on  the  20th  ot  May  last.  It  is  a  neat  build- 
ing,  30  feel  by  2-t,  standing  near  the  banks  of  ibe  river 
ihames,  about  four  miles  from  Norwich,  and  com¬ 
manding  an  extensive  prospecL  A  missionary  is  now 
preaching  there  regularly  every  Sunday. — All  this  is 
the  result  of  the  benevolence  of  individuals  in  Nor¬ 
wich  and  other  places. 

The  land  belonging  to  the  Mohegans  contains  about 
2,7(X)  acres.  The  greater  part  of  it  is  divided  among 
individuals,  the  rest  is  let,  and  the  proceeds  are  dis¬ 
tributed  among  the  tribe.  They  have  a  yearly  meet¬ 
ing  for  two  days,  to  settle  Ihtir  accounts  with  the 
agents.  It  has  been  customary  to  supply  them  on 
this  occasion  with  ardent  spirits,  but  lately  the  custom 
has  dwindled  away,  and  this  year  it  was  entirely  given 
up.  There  was  no  rioting,  and  very  little  dissatisfac¬ 
tion.  They  never  had  so  qqiet,  aud  peaceable,  and 
cheerful  a  meeting  before. 

In  1765  the  number  of  Indians  was  234 ;  now  there 
are  only  eighty-nme.  There  is  about  the  same  num¬ 
ber  of  white  tenants  on  the  land.  Within  the  last 
four  years  the  Mohegans  have  not  diminished  in  num¬ 
ber. — S.  S.  Journal.

But  the  question  will  naturally  occur,  what  do  our 
Missionaries  think  of  this  institution,  which,  although 
not  in  connexion  with  their  Mission,  must  necessarily 
have  an  important  infiuence  on  its  interests  ?  This  is 
a  question  to  which  we  hope  the  Missionaries  will  fur¬ 
nish  hereafter  an  explicit  and  satisfactory  answer.  In 
the  mean  time,  judging  from  the  information  which  we 
have  been  able  to  obtain,  we  may  express  the  opinion 
that  to  such  aii  Institution  as  that  proposed  by  the 
Philadelphia  Committee,  they  would,  we  think,  be  de¬ 
cidedly  favourable.  That  tliey  object,  and  strongly 
object  in  their  letters  to  “  an  Institution  upon  a  purely 
literary  basis,  entirely  disconnected  with  religion,"*  w« 
do  not  deny.  But  such  is  not  the  chal‘acter  of  the  In 
stitiition  proposed  by  Mr.  Richmond,  and  approved  j 
by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Mls-sionary  Society. 
An  important  feature  in  the  plan  adopted  by  the  meet¬ 
ing  in  Philadelphia  is,  that  ”a  board  of  management 
be  appointed,  to  whom  shall  be  intrusted  the  duties  of 
carrying  into  effect  the  contemplated  institution,  by 
constituting  John  J.  Robertson  and  John  II.  Hill,  now 
in  Athens,  agents  of  the  contributionship  here,  with 
full  powers  to  supply  the  teachers  and  to  govern  all 
the  details  of  the  academy.”  The  objection  of  the 
Missionaries  appears  to  us,  to  lie  only  against  an 
Institution  independent  of  their  influence,  and  uncon¬ 
nected  with  religion  ;  this  is  manifestly  subject  to 
their  control  and  nut  unfriendly  to  their  Missionary 
objects. 

Such  we  suppose,  (for  we  cannot  speak  positively) 
to  be  the  views  of  the  Executive  Committee,  since 
they  have  adopted  the  resolution  above  quoted, 
with  the  letters  of  the  Missionaries  fully  before 
them.  We  hope,  therefore,  that  the  proposed 
Academy  or  College  will  meet  with  such  patronage 
as  will  ensure  its  establishment.  We  do  not  of  course 
wish  to  divert  any  of  the  funds  of  the  Greek  Mission 
to  this  new  plan,  nor  is  it  recommended  as  a  Mission¬ 
ary  object;  our  hope  is  that  many  who  contribute 
little  or  notliing  to  such  objects,  will  give  liberally  to 
the  support  of  a  literary  institution,  which  must  prove 
a  benefit  both  to  the  cause  af  learning  and  religion. 
And  are  there  not  many  who  have  both  the  disposi¬ 
tion  and  ability  to  contribute  liberally  to  the  support 
and  extension  of  both?  *

‘‘The  Professor  has  explained  in  his  Reports  to  the 
Society  the  circumstances  of  the  actual  slate  of  the 
college,  as  relates  to  the  number  of  students  now  resi¬ 
dent.  The  four  foundation  scholars  were  prepared 
to  undergo  examination,  and  Were  waiting  in  the  col¬ 
lege-hall.  I  proceeded  to  question  them  separately, 
and  had  rea.soii  to  be  satisfied  with  their  mode  of  an¬ 
swering.  The  Professor  will  furnish  the  usual  de¬ 
tails  of  the  subjects  of  examination.  I  content  myself 
with  stating  that  the  result  wras  satisfactory ;  such  as 
to  promise  no  inconsiderable  degree  of  proficiency. 
Their  appearance  and  demeanor  were  very  pleasing. 
After  tlie  examination,  the  Professor  brought  forward 
the  account  of  books  and  report  of  proceedings. 

‘‘Upon  the  whole,  I  cannot  do  less  tlian  assure  the 
Society  of  my  great  satisfaction  in  all  I  saw  this  day. 
Their  Institution  is  in  all  matters  of  external  arrange¬ 
ment  quite  what  they  could  desire  to  see  it,  and  may 
(nor  can  I  doubt  that  it  will)  repay  there  care  by  ful¬ 
filling  all  the  expectations  of  its  steady  friends  and 
supfiorters.  We  have  a  powerful  instrument  in  our 
hands,  which,  in  the  present  state  of  society  in  India, 
is  calculated  to  produce  great  effects;  it  shall  be  an  ob¬ 
ject  of  my  earnest  care  and  diligence,  that  these 
effects  may  be  such  as  the  true  friends  of  uur  national 
Church  can  view  with  complaceftcy.”
